He would require detailed statements of a con- 


cern's financial and physical condition, of the pur- 
pose for which the new money would be used, of 
all promotion fees and payments to bankers, un- 
derwriters or brokers. 


Responsibility for false statement would be pin- 


ned on the company itself, its officers and pro- 
motors, its financial agents and all others con- 
cerned in marketing the issue. 


With such knowledge of the facts, and such pro- 


tection against lies, an investor would go into a 
deal with his eyes'open.
